Rep- 
resentatives Treadway, Massachu- 
setts, and Tilson, Connecticut. were 
understoed to have been the Repub- 
ficans who stood against the measure,

The Republican committee mem- 
bers were said to have opposed the 
bill on the ground that if tariff 
legisiation was to be enacted it 
should include protection for manu- 
factured cozgzmodities, few of which 
were allowed to remain in the final 
draft. Representative Knutson, Re- 
publican, Minnesota, chairman of the 
recently organized conference of 
representatives from farming dis- 
tricts, said he was sure there would 
be bitter opposition from the urban 
representatives, but added:

Senator Harri- 
son, Mississippi, Democrat, an- 
nounced he would oppose the bill.

BCORE FUTURE TRADING. 

Future trading on grain ex- 
changes t« criticised in a report from 
the Federal Trade Commission to 
President Wilson, made public to- 
day. The report contains the result 
of the Investigation saaked *by 
President following charges by Gov. 
Allen of Kansas and others that 
manipulations on the Chicago Board 
of Trade and excessive importationse 
of wheat from Canada had caused 
the G@ecline in wheat prices. 

While refraining from a sweep- 
ing condemnation of all future trad- 
ing on grain exchanges, the report 
declares that “there is a large vol- 
ume of future trading that is mere 
gambling and involves a great eco- 
nomic waste.” It te suggested that 
the remedy for this Nes in Coreres- 
sional action prevent trading 
which is essentially cambling. 

“It has sought, but has not been 
able to secure the co-operation of 
officers and directors of the Chicago 
Board of Trade deemed Necessary 
for the collection of pertinent in- 
formation in thie matter,” says the 
report. “The limited evidence avail- 
able does not establish manipulation 
of wheat prices by large operators 
in futures. nor that the recent low 
avera or downward trend of 
wheat brices. has been due to specu- 
lative manipulation.”

Alleged Gangster Convicted 


in Quick Order. 


Faces Prison Term of from 
One to Fifty Years. 


Mrs. Murphy Pleads to Jury 
for Husband.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.—Ed4- 
mond (“Spud”) Murphy, pugilist and 
associate of a criminal gang whose 
activities resulted in the murder of 
three peace officers at Santa Rosa 
on December 6 and the lynching of 
the slayér and two accomplices five 
nights later, was found gullty here 
today of feloniously attacking Jessie 


Montgomery, 17 years old, last 
Thanksgiving morning. 
The jury deligerated ‘twenty 


minutes. Under the indeterminate 
sentence law, Murphy faces a pris- 
on term of from one to fifty years. 
The trial began Thursday, Decem- 
ber 16. Dist.-Atty. Matthew Brady 
personally took charge of the prose- 
cution’s case. 
DRAMATIC INCIDENTS. 

Testimony closed after a day of 
dramatic incidents, marked particu- 
larly by the court's threat to close 


the defense summarily and by al 


piteous appeal to the jury by Mra. 
E. J. Murphy, wife of the defend- 
ant and the last witness. A oyick 
decision of the defense to put Mur- 
phy back on the stand to cont 

testimony begun Saturday saved ita 
case being closed on the court's or- 
der. The plea of Mrs. Murphy, 
which was punctuated by a volley of 
objections from the prosecution, was 
ordered stricken from the record. 

Following Murphy's testimony, in 
which he said that he had made 
misstatements to the police “for his 
own protection and the sake of his 
defense,” a motion was made that 
the jury be permitted to visit the 
house in the Mission district where 
it is charged the attack occurred, 
early Thanksgiving Day. It was the 
second time the motion had been 
put, and, as in the first instance, 
it was denied. 

ACQUAINTANCE DENIED. 

The prosecution tried to link Mur- 
phy up with the activities of George 
Boyd, one of the three men lynched. 
Murphy denied any acquaintance 
with Boyd. Other witnesses, in- 
cluding three newsboys, testified 
that the defendant returned home 
at 1:30 a.m. Thankegiving Day and 
that he was seen on the early aft- 
noon of the following day on the 
streets with hig wife and child. This 
testimony was introduced to show 
that the defendant was not present 
for a portion of the time, at least, 
that the attack on the girl was said 
to have oceupied, and that he made 
no effort to escape from the police 
thereafter. 

admitted misstatements 
to the police were contained in «a 
written account of his actions on the 
night on which the attack was com- 
mitted. Detective Sergeant Miles M. 
Jackson, one of the officers killed, 
wrote down the account for him, 
he sald. and he made certain inter- 
lineations and corrections.

PROSPERITY PEAK. 


WILL FIND IT HARD TO MAIN- 
TAIN PLACE IN COMMERCE 
SAYS AMERICAN ATTACHE. 


peak of Japan's prosperity has been 
reached and passed, and from now 
on she Will have very hard work 


to maintain a favorable position in 
the world’s commerce in competi- 
tion with other nations.” This opin- 
ion is expressed by James F. Abbott, 
American commercial attache at To- 
kio, in a report to the Department 
of Commerce on Japan's economic 
condition. 

Exports from Japan to China, 
however, increased 30 per cent, from 
1918 to 1920, indicating that the 
Chinese boycott of Japanese goods 
is less effective. 

Regarding trade with the Unitec 
States, the report says Japanese ex. 
ports increased 26 per cent, or more 
than $60,000,000 during the same 
period. whereas, imports from 
America increased from approxt- 
mately $216,000,000, to about $376.- 

200,000 These figures are in values, 
the report says, and reflect a grea‘ 
inflation without a Goerenpeneing in- 
crease in quantity. 

In 1918 the excess of exports from 
Japan ro importa in the total trade 
was about 150,000,000 yen, ($75,000.- 
000,) but this year there is an excess 
of imports over exports of 393,- 
000,000 yen ($196,500,000.)

DEATH RATES DOUBLED. 

For nearly six years the popvia- 
tions of German cities have not had 
milk, the letter asserts, and, owing 
to this fact. the death rate from 
tuberculosis has doubled since 1918, 
and 38.000 more children died in 
1918 than in 1913. In Prvuesia sione 
there has been an increase in child 
mortality of 100 per cent. The let- 
ter declares these facts are not 
known to the French, “because the 
press has not permitted the infor- 
mation to be made public.” 

The whole question is not one of 
German good will, the letter sayr. 
but of a life and death strugele 
for German parents. and the French 
are asked to realize “it is not the 
right way to save children of one 
country by destroying those of an- 
other.” 

The letter was Samed by a com- 
mitte of twenty-six women deputies 
representing the bourgeois and ma- 
jority Socialist parties in the Reich- 
stag and was in reply to an open 
letter alldressed to them by the 
women of France

Trade Commission Favors 
Action by Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.-—~-The 
President is without power under 
existing law to shut out wheat im- 
ports but he apparently has cer- 
tain powers under the Lever Act to 
stop future trading in wheat, the 
Trade Commission says in a 

cial report to; President Wilson, 
made public today at ‘the White 
House. 

The commission says that while 
evidence is not available that fu- 


ture trading is responsible for the 
deciine in wheat prices, it doesn't 


as at present operating is of in- 
disputable service to the grain trade. 
1t suggests, however, that if regula- 
tory action is to be employed, the 
question be considered by Congress 
and that legislation not connected 
with war powers be enacted. 
COULDN'T GET FACTS. 

The commission tells the Presi- 
dent that because’ of the failure of 
the Chicago Board of Trade to co- 
operate, it was unable to obtain 
necessary information as to whether 
there had been large transactions 
in wheat futures of a manipulative 
character. 

As to the concentrated purchases'| 
of wheat in this country by for- 
eign governments which have un- 
dertaken to regulate at home fiour 
prices irrespective of the price of 
wheat, the commission declares that 
if these purchases are to continue, 
the desirability of the United States 
meeting them through a selling or- 
ganization should be carefully cop- 
sidered 

The commission's report is based 
upon an investigation of the wheat 
situation which the President re- 
quested it to make last October aft- 
er Gov. Allen of Kansas and others 
had urged him to bar Canadian 
wheat importations and take such 
action as necessary to stabilize the 
rapidly declining wheat market. 

CAUSES OF DECLINE. 


Declaring the decline of wheat 
prices would appear to bé in part 
due to countrywide and worldwide 
conditions, the commission assigns 
seven specific causes. The outlook 
for an increased world supply; con- 
centrated buying by foreign £fov- 
ermnments last spring, and slack pur- 
chases later: unprecedented im- 
portations from Canada, follow'ng 
an unprecedented yield and a dis- 
count in rate of exchange; the rec- 
cord-breaking yield of corn in this 
country; the slackening of demand 
for flour; the general tendency to 
decline in many commodities, and 
the common credit conditiona. with 
resulting disposition of distributors 
to refrain from accumulating usual 
stocks 

Discussing the barring of Cana- 
dian wheat, the commiasion said, it 
is questionable whether such @ pro- 
ceeding would have the effect its 
advocates expect, because the 
United States and Canada both have 
surpluses té export, and wil! meet 
each other in competition dither 
here or in Europe, 

NO OPINION ON TRADING. 

While the commission devotes 
considerable space to a discussion of 
trading in wheat futmres, it asserts 
that it is not now expressing ar 
opinion on this subject, as it would 
give it extended treatment ip «a 
forthcoming report.

waste. The remedy for this lies in 
Congressional action to prevent

“A limitation ef the volume of 
open specualtive trades in wheat, 
similar to the limitations placed on 
corn speculation during the period 
of government control, would prob- 
ably tend to reduce the possibiiltity 
of manipulative trading.”

A MIS-STEP. 
Testifying before a “jotnt legislative 
committee in New York last week, Presi- 
dent Grace of the Bethlehem Steel Corpo 
ration said that his company will refuse to 
sell fabricated steel to builders and con- 
tractors in the New York and Philadelphia 
districts for structures to be erected on a 
closed-shop basis. He said that this ection 
was taken to further the cause of industrial 
freedom, that it was the answer to the bdy- 
cott which the labor unions had established 
against independent workmen and contrac- 
tors. 


While The Times applauds the independ- 
ent stand taken by the Bethlehem Stee! 
Corporation and its ardent desire to aid 
in the open-shop movement, we sincerely 
regret that it has seen fit to fight the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor with the federa- 
tion’s own weapons. In our opinion, it is 
manifestly unjust for the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation to attempt to dictate to con- 
tractors seeking to purchase its products 
whom they shall employ. If a contractor 
sé@e@s fit to sell his soul and his business to 
Gompers et al. that is his own affair. If 
he is weak or vena! his folly will surely 
find him out. The Times reasserts that 
union men are entitled to the same justice 
as independent workmen. To declare a 
boycott against members of labor unions 
is just as wrong as it is for the labor unions 


to declare a boycott against nonunion work- | 


men. 
While it ig a human instinct to apply the 
‘principle of an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth, it is not just. Two wrongs can 
never make a right. That maxim has been 
repeated so often that it sounds trite, but 
it expresses an underlying principle that 
all honest people should uphold. We are 
fully aware of the deplorable building con- 
ditions existing in New York and Philadel- 
phia. We know that scores of contractors 
have made common cause with the labor 
unions to defeat the opeh-shop movement; 
that they refuse employment to independ- 
ent workmen and have made @ combine to 
underbid contractors who are independent 
of labor-union domination. Mr. Grace be- 
lieved that the friends of industrial free- 
dom should refuse to have any business 
relations with such men. is just resent- 
ment has led him, however, into a Very 
human but very regrettabie error. 
Propcnents of the open shop recognize 
the right of workmen to organize into 
unions and seek to bargain collectively for 
the sale of their services; but they do not 
recognize the right of the unions to dictate 
to employers whom they shall not employ. 
Such dictation is in violation of the prin- 
ciples on which the American government 
is founded. But tt is equally unjust for 
any corporation or group of co ns to 
seek to dictate to those using their prod- 
wets how they shall conduct their business. 
Any contractor here has the in- 
alienable right to be Tne judge of whom 
he shell and shali not employ. It is both 


@ legal and a moral right. For any corpo-. 


ration to seek to deny him that right is to 
attempt to exercise industrial tyranny. Thd 
open-shop principle will. suffer for such in- 
justices done in its name. Neither the 


unions nor the manufacturers haye the 
right to dictate whom any contractor shall 
or s not hire. It is as wrong the 


part o oné as of the other. 


Expediency is the sole argument tbat - 


can be advanced ‘in favor of the position 
taken by the Bethlehem Steel Corporation. 
Its president is doubtless sincere in the 
belief that retaliations are justifiable in in- 
dustrial warfare; he probably believes that 
the course adopted wil) break the crooked 
combination of contract and walking 
delegates in the New Y and Philadel. 
phia districts, and that t sought jue 
tifies the means. But h sight of the 
greater principle on which the open-shop 
Movement is founded. The method used 
may win the present fight, but it imperils 
the success of the campaign. Public opinion 
will not tolerate injustice, once the injus- 
tice bécomes apparent, whether on the part 
of the employers or of the wnions. The 
winning of the fight for the open shop in 
New York and Philadelphia by resorting 
to such methods would mean the loss of 
other fights in other parts of the country. 
Mr. Grace forgets that true Americanism 


demands that “we must be just even to | 


those to whom we do not want to be just.” 
The policy he advocates may appear the 
short road to success: but the open-shop 
forces can afford to take the long, straight 
road of fair play and tolerance. The cause 
of industrial liberty canpot flourish by iml- 
tating the methods of fndustrial tyranny. 


ODEL AMERICANS FOR PARIS. 

Dr. Stanley Fisher tells us there are 
now 40,000 Americans resident in Paris. 
These include students at the universities 
and business people engaged in the re 
habilitation of French industries. In the 
latter connection many American firms 
have bovght up French factories which 
will be profitable to themselves while aid- 
ing the French in the revival of trade on 
a guick efficient basis. | , 

And these 40,000 Americans have a tre- 
mendous opportunity for good or ill, since 
they must represent American ideals to 
Europe. As they live so shall we all be 
judged. The reputation of the country is 
in their hands.’ If they carry the best 
ideals with them, work by and throug 
them, they can win the respect and confi- 
dence of Europe for the United States. 
They can justify ouf claims to power and 
influence, solidify friendship for and faith 
in us and win us a regard more pfecious 
than pride of wealth and place. 

But if they fail us, if they lower their 
standards, if they exploit rather than be 
friend, if they indulge rather than abstain, 
if they practice license rather than cherish 
liberty, if they exact privileges and: shirk 
duties they can lay the foundations of cen- 
turies of scorn and distrust. , 

Their temptations will be many, their 
opportunities vast. Their very strength is 
their greatest weakness. Their positio: is 
unique in the stricken country. France 
needs them so intensely, those capable 
Americans who bave the money and abil- 
ity to restore her industries, provide work 
for the workless, rehabilitate her credit, 
raise her from the bitterness of despair to 
renewed confidence and prosperous inde- 
pendence. They stand among them as the 
representatives of the savior nation, which 
will help them to help themselves “with 
dignity and self-respect. it is rather a 


wonderful heritage. rather a glorious re- 
‘sponsibility. 


And we should wish to see 


ft discharged with honor. 
But in Paris of all cities of the world 


lurk dire temptations. It has @ reputation

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for catering to the tastes of a)] peoples in 
both the best and basest that civilization 
hes to offer. He who would seek sordid 
pleasure and debased sensation can find 
i@ just as he who seeks high culture and 
fine learning can find it, too. Whatsoever 
they seek, those Americans, that will they 
find. 

And they are not hand-picked Americans 
over there, not necessarily the flower of 
us, the cream of us, but Just 40,000 average 
Americans. And we want to sée them 
bring enhanced honor to the flag, nay, we 
demand that individually and collectively 
they so order their lives that the fag may 
be proud of them as they of the fag. 

And that is why there was no difficulty 
in raising that million dollars to enlarge. 
expand, ennoble and perpetuate the Amer- 
ican church in Paris which for -sixty-+hree, 
years has stood 1s a unique inetitetion. 
It fs -undenominational, nonsectariam and 
caters to the spiritual needs of every class 
of American. When 144,000 American 
‘dotighboys proved eligibie to take the 
courses in the French universities during 
the war (that in itself a matter for great 
national pride. since the men had to al- 
ready have bad college experience,) that 
little church was tried to its uttermost ca- 
pacity and proved its sterling worth. For 
the class of American who sought higher 
education in Paris proved falso to be the 
class that craved spiritual nourishment, 

And now it fs not only our students but 
our business.men who are evidencing their 
spiritual need, and it is a cause for sincere, 
congratulation that most of that million 
dollars was furnished by firms who are do 
ing business in France, who are them- 
selves profiting by the aid they are, lend- 
ing a distressed nation.

One who looks on with der when 
the stars’ begin to light their silver lamps 
for sleep or who haa caught the witchery 
of the sunshine falling golden on some 
shaded bit of Elfiand lacks the inclination 
to form a society which shall draw up pon- 
derous resolutions and perfect an organiza- 
tion for keeping him fortified tn the fact 
that the inspiration which he caught was 
real and worth while. Let the dishwashers, 
he says in effect, and the rest of them or- 
ganize and state their smug philosophy of 
the universe all they please, but none of 
that for him. 


Then the dishwashers decide that _they 
must not only formulate constitutions and 
bylaws, but must also make the worla toe 
the mark laid down by them. Art, unor- 

nized and far away from the actual, hears 

ith amazement that the test for a singer 
shall not be his voice but his morals, and 
that in verse ft shall not be a matter of 
swing and power, but of whether or not 
it falls in with the prevailing prejudice. To 
those who have denied the facts of life 
nudity in marble becomes  enraging as 
bread held up before a hungry striker. Sex 
comes under the same precise regulation as 
any other interstate commodity. The air 
becomes heavy with the hum of men with a 
message. 

So art is throttled and crime spreads. 
Organization is exalted and the individual, 
is debased. It is all put down in black and 
white, but it advertises our folly rather 
than our faith. Clvilization under such 4 
regime must grow stiff, cold and formal. 
Its watchword has already become “Hush, 
Hush;” its aside “Have your heard?”
